This misfor- 
tune the enemy difcovered—the whole fleet then left me.—A 
fqually rainy night came oa, and we could {teer no otherways 
than right before.the wind. ‘The wreck of the top malt, 
with the yard and rigging, lay aback of the forefail and over 
the bows. The topfail yard-arm came through the forefail and 
on the forecaltle, fo that with out utmoft exertions we could 
not clear ourfelves of the wreck until one of the thips came a- 
long-fide, and the other in fight—immediately all hands were , 
called to quarters —inftead of coming, three quarters of them ; 
ran below, put out the lights, matches, &c. With the re- 
mainder, and a few. brave officers, we commenced an aétion with. 
the Iris for one hour and 35 minutes, at the end of which the 
other {hip came up and fired into us. Seeing no profpect of 
efcaping in this unequal coutelt, I ftruck, having my firft and: 
third Lieutenants, and Captain Murray a volunteers with 
eight men wounded, and five killed. My crew of 

180 men, 45 of whom were taken out of the new goal; (pri- 
foners of war) they through treachery, and others from cowat= 
dice, betrayed me, or at leaft prevented my making the refift- 
ance I would have done.
